Which 
he Confeffes in the fame Place of his Pre- 
face you Quoted, p. v. Where he puts 
this Pare off to a Second Volume, which he 
fays he has Ready, when it fhall be proper 
to Publifh it, and adds, Neither had this 
been mention’d, but to let thofe Gentlemen, who 
may think this Incompleat without its know, 
That no other Reafon prevented its running a 
further length, than thofe- PRUDENTIALS, 
which I have not been over-apt to make ufe 
of in other Cafes. And continues, [ confe/s 
Tam forry I fhowd Entertain any Fears, that
